RUMORS OF A NEW CABINET 





Duma Scorns Conciliatory Advances 
by Minister of Justice—Revo- 
lutionary Petitions. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, May 28.—Rumors of 
a change in the Ministry are everywhere 
current to-night, both here and in Mos- 
cow, and it is persistently reported that 
ex-Finance Minister Shipoff has received 
an urgent summons to Peterhof, presum- 
ably with regurd to the formation of a 
new Cabinet, although he has frequently 
expressed his unwillingness to take over 
the Premiership. It is also rumored that 
Prince Urusoff has been called to an audi- 
ence of the Emperor. 

A development significant likewise of 


the startling progress of political : 
is the fact that the Government, contra 
{ 


to éxpectation, has decided upon the dis- 
tribution of millions of acres of crown 
lands in European Russia in the hope of 
eppeasing the dangerous land hunger of 


the peasants. 

All this seems to be labor lost, as in 
the present temper of Parliament, which 
has taken the bit in its teeth, no proposi- 
tion from the Government, however lib- 
eral, as was shown by its reception to- 
@ay of a speech of Minister of Justice 
Chtcheglovitoff, is likely ‘to receive the 
slightest consideration. 

The Government’s policy is founded on 
the expectation that enough land can be 
obtained by the division of crown lands, 
the clearing of a portion of the imperial 
forests, and the voluntary sale of private 
estates to meet the land hunger of the 
peasants without the necessity of forced 
expropriation. 

Outlining these plans, Minister of Agri- 
culture Stichinsky said this evening that 
the Government already had at its dis- 
posal 25,000,000 acres, composed of 10,- 
000,000 acres of crown arable land, sit- 
uated largely in the Volga region; 6,2h0,- 
000 acres of clearable forests, and &,750,- 
@00 acres of private estates, the owners 
Of which have announced their readinéss 
to sell. Without doubt thousands of 
ether land owners will be only too anx- 
fos to dispose of their holdings at rea- 
sonable prices, “These Tands will be sold 
to peasants on time through the Peasants’ 
Bank, the payments not commencing for 
several years. 

The Agrarian programme, in addition to 
colonization of Siberia and Central Asia, 
contemplates the improvement of the ag- 
rictutural methods of the peasantry, 
which are primitive and unproductive in 
the extreme, and for bringing the peas- 
ants, whose gregariousness leads to their 
gatherirg in villages, and even in towns 
of a population as high as 30,000, nearer 
to their lands. 

The optional abolishment of the com- 
munal system by authorizing peasants 
who desire to do so to distribute their | 
holdings in fee simple also is conteme | 
plated. This, with the abolishment of ail | 
further payments for land, under which | 
the peasants have been groaning since | 
1861, will make possible a reasonable pros- 
perity of the peasantry. 

With regard to the resolution of lack of } 
confidence, M. Stichinsky said the Cabinet |}

VLADIKAVKAZ, Transcaucasus, May 
28.—A great meeting was held here to-day 
to protest against the refusal of the Gov- 
ernment to satisfy the demands of Par- 
liament. Telegrams were sent to the 
representatives of Vladikavkaz in Parlia- 
ment instructing them to stand firm and 
to shed the last drop of their bleod to 
maintain their rights, and assuring them 
that the whole country would sustain 
them. 





TCHERNIGOV, May 28.—In expectation 
of an:immediate outbreak of Agrarian dis- 
orders Baron Rudin, Marshal of the No- 
bility, has converted his country house 
into a fortress, and has installed in it a 
garrison composed of Ingushians, a war- 
like race of the Caucasus. 





NOVGOROD, Russia, May 28.—The Vi- 
berg Infantry Regiment, in garrison hero, 
has suddenly been fummoned to St. 
Petersburg. The officers say the regi- 
ment will be quartered in the barracks 
of the Preobrajensky Guard Regiment, 
which are near the Tauride Palace, and 
add that they expect to be used against 
Parliamert. 





CABINET MUST GO—SHIPOFF. 


Says Only a Ministry of Democrats 
Will Satisfy the Duma.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 28.—The 
Government appears to be convinced 
that the people will patiently await 
its good pleasure in the matter of 
agrarian reforms, and the bureaucracy 
thus gives another evidence of its ut- 
ter blindness and incapacity to under- 
stand the situation. 

Since Saturday the peasants who sat 
among the Reactionaries have gone 
over to the Group of Toil. I heard one 
old village Deputy say in the lobby: 

“It is true we peasants are like poor 
blind Samson, but the Czar is in the 
same position. We had hopes that he 
would help us, but now we understand 
the Ministers have also blinded him.” 

What will be the comment of the 
37,000,000 peasants who are craving 
more land? Some say an agrarian out- 
break is inevitable; others that the 
sound common sense of the peasant 
will tell him that the Duma must win 
in the end,.and.that he will wait a lit- 
tle lofiger to see the outcome. But 
whether by deeds or words, he will not 
fail immediately to express unequivo- 
cal condemnation of the present ré- 
gime. 

The position of the Ministry has be- 
come helpless. M. Shipoff in an inter- 
view declares his emphatic conviction 
that the present Ministry will have to 
g0. He adds, however, that only the 
Constitutional Democrats are capable 
of forming an administration which 
will enjoy the confidence of the Duma. 

M. Shipoff does not refrain from 
sharp criticism of the Constitutional 
Democrats, but he significantly al- 
ludes to the probability of their com- 
bining with the Moderate element of 
the Duma.

OVER 600 SALOONS CLOSE. 


More to Shut Down in Cleveland Ow- 
ing to High License Law.

CLEVELAND, May 28.—More than 600 
saloon keepers in Cleveland to-day notl- 
fied the County Auditor that they would 
go out of business at midnight, when the 
Aikin law, raising the Nquor tax from $350 
to $1,000 a year, goes Into effect. 

Returns from the various wards show 
that the greatest number of saloons are 
closing in the outlying districts. 

In the opinion of Auditor Wright, about 
850 discontinuances.will be caused at pres- 
ent, and many more within the next six 
months, The total number of saloons at 
the last report was 2,475. Taking Mr. 
Wright's estimate as a basis, there will 
be 1,625 saloons left in business after to- 
night. With $1,000 tax on each the income 
will be $1,625,000, nearly double lgr* years 
figures.

DAM BREAKS; FIVE DROWNED. 


Wall of Water in Nevada Canyon Car- 
ries Everything Before It. 


RENO, Nev., May 28.—A disastrous 
flood occurred this morning in Golconda, 
Nev., 400 miles north of Reno, following 
the breaking of a large dam in Pole Creek 
Canyon, three miles above the corval of 
the Golconda Cattle Company, Five men 
were drowned and several were injured. 

When the dam broke, an immense vol- 
ume of water poured down the canyon, 
carrying everything before it. When the 
wave struck the sheep corral, where a 
number of men were shearing sheep, it 
carried the men and the sheep away.

Aside from the wide interest felt in the 
Director’s return because of the negotia- 
tions for the Kann collection, Sir Cag- 
par is looked for with much anxiety by 
friends of Roger EB, Fry, the Curator of 
the museum, who came to this country 
from England after the new Director took 
office. 

Among artists who have been watching 
the course cf the Curator in his care of 
the works of art in the museum there has 
been strong feeling against his methods, 
and some of the Trustees have now be- 
gun to object, 

The criticisms of Mr. Fry had not been 
publicly discussed or allowed to Apread 
beyond art circles until Dr. Charles M. 
Kurtz, Director of the Buffalo Fine Arts 
Academy, took up the matter and in his 
onthly periodical, Academy Notes, made 
the charge that Mr. Fry's treatment of 
certain of the museum's most cherished 
treasures had injured the paintings seri- 
ously, 

Dr.. Kurtz alleges that in his efforts to 
improve the appearance of the Rubens 
“Holy Family,” Mr. Fry has ruined this 
valuable art possession, The picture cost 
the museum 855,000. 

“Soon after his arrival at the Museum,” 
Dr. Kurtz says, “he came to the con- 
clusion that certain of the masterpieces 
needed. cleaning, and with enthusiasm 
apparently unmitigated by knowledge or 
experience, and absolutely untrammeled 
by fear, he boldly proceeded, with the 
aid of alcohol as a solvent, to remove 
the ‘gtime and yellow varnish’ from the 
surface of certain pictures so that they 
might appear ‘as they were when first 
painted.’ One of the results of this has 
been, in the opinion of the writer, the 
ruin of the large “‘ Holy Family” by Ru- 
bens. Not only the original varnish has 
been removed, but considerable of tho 
criginal color seems to have gone with it. 

“The superb golden glow which per- 
meated the painting before Mr. Fry got 
at it has entirely disappeared, and cer- 
tain of the colors are left harsh and dis- 
agreeable. The ‘“‘Infant St. John,” origi- 
nally in soft, transparent shadow, now 
has the appearance of underdone beef, The 
depreciation of this picture alone should 
have been enough to warn the trustees 
of the museum that an error of the 
gravest character had been committed in 
confiding the valuable collection of paint- 
ings to a person so absolutely lacking in 
discretion." 

“The Boy With the Sword,”’ by Manet, 
and “A Young Woman Standing by a 
Window,” by Van der Meer, have been in- 
pictures Dr. Kurtz says have been in- 
jured by the Curator’s treatment. He de- 
clares that other works have suffered also, 
and adds: ‘‘ The destruction of a master- 
piece is not a matter of slight importance. 
It is not to be treated slightly. It is a 
crime committed against the art lovers of 
to-day and those of all the future. * * * 
The present administration of the Depart- 
ment of Paintings is a@ menace to the 
muscum.”’ 

Some of the most prominent of the art- 
ists of New York are of the opinion Dr. 
Kurtz holds as to the treatment of cer- 
tain of the museum's treasures by the 
new Curator. It was said yesterday that 
Sir Caspar was not altogether in accord 
with the methods of Mr. Fry as expressed 
tn his work. 

When asked for information last night 
as to the probable action of the Trustees 
in passing on the wisdom of Mr. Fry's 
line of work, an art collector said: 

“Tue Times, in learning of the objec- 
tions to Mr. Fry, has started something 
that will develop into one of the most 
important questions that has ever arisen 
concerning the museum, It is not an 
easy matter to get an open criticism of 
what ts happening in the museum. It ts 
easy enough to get any amount of praise. 
There is plenty of room for criticism in 
the case in point, and I believe that it 
will develop and end in benefit to the mu- 


seum.

Gov. Lea Calls a Special Session in 
Delaware to Fill the Vacancy, 
Special to The New York Times. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 28.—Gov. Lea 
this afternoon issued a proclamation

Mrs. Ella Reeve Bloor is widely known 
as the result of her investigations into 
child labor conditions. Mrs. Bloor got 
much valuable information from the 
women. Her husband met the men em- 
ployed in the packing houses in the 
saloons, where he sometimes posed ag an 
applicant’ for work and sometimes as a 
workingman from another city, who had 
come to visit friends in Packingtotwn. 


He had money to spend, and made friends 
right and left. 

‘When the commission was named,” 
Mrs. Bloor explained, while her husband 
approved her statements, ‘‘Mr. Sinclair 
asked us to go to Chicago to represent 
him. He had been asked to go himself 
by the President, who wished him to see 
that the Commissioners had every facility 
for obtaining the information they de 
sired, but was unable to get away. 

“Mr. Bloor and myself had read Mr, 
Sinclair’s book and had talked Packing- 
town conditions over with him, so we 
were somewhat prepared for the revé!la- 
tions which awaited us. We had not, 
however, been able to grasp at second 
hand the awful significance of the evils 
into which we were to probe. As a mat- 
ter of fact, no words are adequate to 
paint the horrors of the packing houses, 

‘What impressed us most is the terri- 
ble spirit which animates the workers. 
Their surroundings have venomed them 
against the world. They are prisoners in 
a life that is one long torture, and are ut- 
terly callous to the ills which may result 
from the distribution of diseased meat, 
rather glorying in its further defiling. 
They are all of them overworked and un- 
derpaid, and each class of workers have 
their own special ailment. 

“The surroundings necessarily brutalize 
the men and degrade the women,” she 
said. ‘' There is immorality everywhere. 
It hampers a woman to have pretensions 
to virtue. Small wonder that they have 
no care to lessen the filth about them, 
which is to find its way to the consumers 
eventually, but rather seek to add to it, 
Tuberculosis workers expectorate on meat 
in preference to the floor. It is a partial 
vent for the dull resentment which ig 
ever burning in their-breasts. 

“We reached Chicago on the morning of 
April 5 and the very first day, through a 
letter from Mr. Sinclair, I obtained from 
the relative of a man high up in Swift & 
Co.’s some valuable formulas for reno- 
vating putrid meats and preserving 
dubious meat. These formulas were all 
turned over to the Commissioners. Here 
is the receipt for preserving pork ribs for 
export: 

One bundred gallons of water. 

Thirty pounds of salt. s 
Fifteen pounds of saltpetre. 

Twenty pounds of borax. 

Twenty pounds of boracic acid. 

*“ Kidneys are thrown into this mixture 
until there is no room for more. From 
this man I also learned that when most 
spoiled meat is received in the Summer it 
is at once taken to the ‘ Morgue,’ in what 
is known as ‘No. 13’ house. Then it 
goés to the sausage room, and then to the 
cellar of No. 32 house. There it is 
renovated and the stench removed, when 
it passes on to its ultimate destiny—the 
feeding of the world. Spoiled smoked 
meat goes to smoke house No. 2. Sour 
hams are auctioned off.

Handling of Diseased Cattle. 


“Y wrote out the testimony of a very 
intelligent man, taken before a witness, 
who did not wish to go before the com- 
mission, and presented it myself. He had 
worked for seventeen years on the kill- 
ing floor and said that he had often 
‘killed dead cattle.’ This was in one of 
the trust houses, and, according to him, 
four or five of these dead cattle were 
usually cut up every day. Cattle came 
up so badly diseased that they were hard 
to handle. He is what is known as a 
‘header,’ it being his business to cut the 
heads from the bodies of the animals. 


“Often in doing the cutting, when the | 


carcass was that of an animal which had 
suffered from lumpy jaw, he would strike 
into the abscess accidentally and the 
putrid matter would fly al lover him. 
These carcasses went right along, he 
said, and everything was used ‘but the 
abscess.’ The tongues are sold as high- 
priced tongues. 

“This man told’ something of labor 
conditions, which are just now most de- 
pressing in Packingtown. Although a 
skilled worker and one of the best paid, 
he only earned $7.90 the week we saw 
him. 

“Miss Bertha Wilkins, a newspaper 
woman, who sought and obtained work 
in the trimmed meat department of one 
of the trust establishments, also ap- 
peared before the commission. She said 
the room was kept at a temperature of at 
least five degrees below freezing, and de- 
scribed conditions which were simply 
unprintable. 

‘‘ All the work was plece work, and the 
defilement of meat was open. She also 
told of grossest indecencies. For the two 
days she worked, and she worked at top 
speed to see how much it was ssible to 
earn under the wage scale, she got 79 
cents.”

Mr. Bloor described conditions as he 
had learned them from employes, tending 
to show that there was absolutely no bar- 
rier between the sexes, and that such a 
thing as modesty was impossible amid the 
surroundings of the workers.

INSPECTION IN NEW YORK, 


Canned Meats Passed. 


Superintendent’ of 


spectors of the Borough of Manhattan, 
said yesterday that there was no practical 


in a can labeled meat. 

When canned meats coming from the 
West bear a notice that their contents 
have been inspected by the Federal In- 
spectors the New York Inspectors pay no 
attention to them, excepting in special 
cases where complaints are lodged with 
the Health Department. 

“But even in these special cases,” said 


Mr. Raynor, “ we find that the complaints 
can rarely be verified. 

“It would do no good to open up cans to 
inspect their contents, for if the label on 
the can said it contained chicken we 
should not be able to disprove the state- 
ment. After meat has once been cooked 
and spiced and placed in cans it igs im- 
paseieis to tell just what animal it came 
from. The only way to get at the facts 
is to have an Inspector right on the 
ground. 

“Conditions in the slaughtering estad- 
iishments of Manhattan are as good as 
gan be expected for such places. We have 
six Inspectors who watch the slaughter 
nouses, and these Inspectors also take a 
look at the cattle while they are being 
landed from the boats. ‘The Inspectors 
have another chance to inspect the cattle 
in the pens later before they are slaugh- 
tered. Then they inspect the meat after 
the slaughtering is done, and also visit 
the markets about town, where they make 
another inspection, so that we are pretty 
weil protected here.

“We don’t even aHow boxed hogs to 
be cut up here for food. A box hog is one 
that dies in the pen during transporta- 
tion or one that has been crushed to 
death.

Brooklyn Fighter Shows Surpris- 
ing Reversal of Form. 








BINGHAM TO TEST THE LAW| 





Principals, Promoter, and Referee Ar- 
rested—Waldo and Mathot 
See the Bouts. 





Police Commissioner Bingham, in view 
of recent conflicting Police Court opin- 
fons, intends to find out just what is 
expected of the Police Department in the 
suppression or tolerance of prize fights 
in New York. 

With that plan in view, he caused the 
arrest of the principals, the referee, and 
the promoter of the McGovern-Britt ten- 
round draw at Madison Square Garden 
last night and will have all four in the 
Jefferson Market Court this morning 
charged with misdemeanor in promoting 
moting prize fights at which admissions | 
@re charged. 

The principals in three ‘ preliminary ” 
bouts, together with four ticket speculat- | 
ors on the sidewalk, were also arrested 
and will be offered as witnesses when the 
cases are tried this morning. The arrests 
were made after the principal bout was 
ended. 

Boxing has been going on in New York 
since 1898, when the Horton law was re- 
Ppealed, and, although arrests have been 
made, there has been no satisfactory de- 
cision in court. 

“Terry ’’ McGovern of Brooklyn and 
“Jimmy” Britt of San Francisco, the 
fighters; Timothy Hurst, the referee, and 
Harry Pollok, the head of the Twentieth 
Century Club, under whose auspices the} 
fight took place, are the men to be tried. | 
They were arrested under the personal 
supervision of Deputy Commissioners of 
Police Waldo and Mathot last night, and 
were taken to the Tenderloin station. 
There they were released in $500 bonds 
each, furnished by George F. Considine 
of the Metropole Hotel. 

The section under which the cases are 
to be heard to-day is No. 458, which 
makes it a misdemeanor for any person 
to engage in, promote or encourage a 
boxing contest at which admission fs 
charged. 

In the past three years many small 
*“clubs,”” have been organized at- which 
three round bouts were held. Then came 
a fourfround bout, and a week ago Fri- 
day night Lewis and Gans fought a six 
round bout at the Madison Square Gar- 
den. 

When it was announced that Britt and 
McGovern would engage in a ten-round | 
contest Commissioner Bingham thought 
that it was about time to test the law. 
Deputy Commissioners Waldo and Mat- 
hot, Inspector Sohmittberger, and Capt. 
Hodgins, with Detectives Farley and 
Raynes of the Tenderloin Station were on 
hand at the Garden when the fight began. 

In order to get testimony of a conclu- 
give character Deputies Waldo and Ma-| 
thot bought tickets from speculators on 
the pavement and entered. Inspector 
Schmittberger and Capt. Hodgins did 
the same. No attempt was made to inter- 
fere with the fighting, and each contest 
Was allowed to proceed to the finish be- 
fore arrests were made. The police 
wanted to clinch each case. 

Deputies Waldo and Mathot saw most 
of the McGovern-Britt fight, and then 
went to the Tenderloin Station to witness 
the arraignment of the prisoners. As 
soon as the fight was concluded McGoy- 
ern, Britt, Pollok, and Hurst were ar- 
rested and taken to the station. 

McGovern showed a. startling reversal | 
of form. 

The bout, which was held under the aus- | 





pices of the Twentieth Century Athletic | 
Club, attracted about 5,000 followers of | 
pugilism, fully 90 per cent. of whom at- 
ténded the contest with the expectation 
of seeing McGovern beaten before half 
the scheduled number of rounds were 
over. McGovern at times showed flashes 
of his old-time speed and terrific hitting 
powers, but frequently fell back, at which 
times Britt hit him almost at will. It was | 
the best contest McGovern has had since | 
he lost his championship laurels, and, 
compared with his bout with Battling Nel- 
son, it was a remarkable improvement. 
He forced the fighting throughout, and | 
administered the most punishment, but 
was outboxed by his more skillful offpo- 
nent. Only once did the Brooklyn fighter 
hang out signals of distress, but he quick- 
ly recovered and kept out of danger’s 
way for the remainder of the bout. 

A thoroughly representative yathering 
witnessed the bout, the majority of whom | 
were admirers of McGovern. The prices 
ranged from $15 for a ringside box seat 
to $2 for admission to the gallery. Among | 
those present were many who were regu-| 
lar patrois in the days when the world’s 
“championship battles were decided in the 
big Garden. 

The main contest itself was a big sur-!' 
prise. Few of the many spectators pres- | 
ent thought McGovern capable of lasting | 
ten rounds with the clever fighter from 
the Pacific’.Slope. -After the bout Mc-} 
Govern was the recipient of a remurkable 
demonstration which attested to his pop- 
ularity. Umpire ‘‘ Tim’’ Hurst gave no 
decision, so 4s to live within the pale of |

the spectators an overwhelming majority 
would have selected McGovern'as the win- 
ner, due to the fact that the crowd was 
partisan end permitted their better jJudg- 
ment to be warped by personal feelings.

B. R. T. President Hints at Great 
Things If a Loop Is Built. 


In a letter written yesterday to Secre- 
tary Brown of the Brooklyn Transit 
Reform League, President E. W. Winter 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
said that if the proposed connecting ele- 
vated loop between the Brooklyn and 
Williamsburg Bridges is built, his com- 
pany would make great improvements on 
the elevated lines in Brooklyn. | 

The company, Mr. Winter said, contem- 
plated the building of additional tracks | 
on the elevated roads, so as to provide 
for express train service; the connecting | 
of the Broadway and Myrtle Avenue lines 
at Broadway and Myrtle Avenue, and pos- 
sibly the connecting of the Fulton Street 
and Fifth Avenue elevated structures, at 
Fulton Street and Flatbush Avenue. 

The Broadway and Lexington Avenue} 
connection would provide an elevated loop | 
in Brooklyn, which would admit of the | 
continuous circulating of trains over the 
two big bridges. Mr. Winter says that 
if these improvements can be made they 
will mean the end of crowding on the 
bridges. 

Members of the various Brooklyn Boards | 
of Trade assembled in the Kings County | 
Court House last night to pass on the loop 
plan. Commissioner Stevenson told its ad- 
vantages. He said that he believed that a 
Subway connection would be the only 
feasible permanent means to be used, but 
the Subway would take years to build. He

the inquiry conducted by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission when its hearings 
are resumed. 

The evils of private ownership of cars 
are to be taken up and investigated fully, 
the commission being determined to as- 
certain in what detrimental degree the 


| supplying of motive power for the move- 


ment of “ individual’ ‘tars of favored 
shippers has interfered with the move- 
ment of company cars allotted to operat- 
ors, who, owning no private rolling stock, 
depend upon a fair apportionment of these 
cars for the carriage of their coal to the 
markets, 

In view of the expected return of Presi- 
dent Cassatt next Friday or Saturday, it 
was thought that the commission would 
resume its hearings here. But to-day it 


|was given out that the approaching sit- 


ting would be held in Washington, proba- 
bly early next week. 

Acting upon the suggestion that Presi- 
dent Cassatt wishes to appear voluntarily, 
the commission, it is understood, will take 
no action to compel his presence, but 
should he not respond to the commission’s 
passive or implied invitation it is very 
possible that a subpoena will be issued. 

There is one question which the com- 
mission is particularly desirous of put- 
ting to Mr. Cassatt, and that is, why 
was an order for 500 engines placed with 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works canceled 
by him about one and a half years ago, 
at a time when the distribution of cars 
was so curtailed as to seriously embar- 
rass many shippers not among the fav- 
ored, who had important contracts to 
fulfil? 

At the hearing in the Federal Bullding 
it was declared by officials that while 
coal cars in sufficient number to relieve 
the stress were probably to be had, the 
root of the difficulty really was a lack 
of motive power. There were not suf- 
ficient engines to move the coal trains. 

“This will be an important aid to the 
operators who are preparing to bring suits 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 


jpany for alleged discriminations in the 


distribution of cars,” said a prominent 
shipper, ‘‘ for we can prove conclusively 
that at the time the order for 500 locomo- 
tives was rescinded, the Berwind-White 
and the Keystone Companies were moving 
their coal to tidewater and other big mar- 
kets, while we unfavored shippers had 
little or no show, the car distributers 
giving us to understand that they had 
cars all right.for us according to our 
pro rata allotments,*but lacked the neces- 
sary motive power.”’

SUPREME COURT SEEKS 
TENNESSEE LYNCHERS 


26 Cited to Appear in Washing- 
ton for Contempt. 








SHERIFF AND MEN ACCUSED 





Attorney General Moody Charges 
They Aided Mob—All Politics, 
Says Accused Official. 





WASHINGTON, May 28.—To the en- 
tire surprise of the Supreme Court, At- 
torney General Moody to-day brought up 
the lynching case at Chattanooga last 
March in which a negro, Ed Johnson, 
who had just been granted an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, was hanged by a 
mob in defiance of the mandate of the 
Supreme Court giving a stay of proceed- 
ings in his case. 

The Attorney General appeared at the 
bar of the Supreme Court and called at- 
tention-to the facts in the case and asked 
leave to file information and be granted 
a rule on the offenders in contempt to 
appear before the bar of the Supreme 
Court and show cause why they should 
not be punished for contempt of the sol- 
emn mandate of the court. 

The motion was allowed and the Attor- 
ney General was asked to file his infor- 
mation, which he did immediately, and 
the court granted a rule on twenty-six 
citizens of Chattanooga to appear before 
the court at its meeting next October to 
show cause why they should not undergo 
punishment for contempt. 

The names appearing in the information 
filed by Mr. Moody are John F. Shipp, 
Sheriff of Hamilton County, Tenn., and 
Frank Jones, Matthew Galloway, C. A. 
Baker, F. B. Taylor, Fred Frauley, George 
Browns, Jeremiah Gibson, Marion Perk- 
ins, all Deputy Sheriffs, and Joseph 
Clark, ‘“‘ Nick” Nolan, ‘‘ Sheenie” War- 
ner, Luther Williams, Paul Pool, William 
Marquette, Claude Powell,.

Cuban Reciprocity Became Law in De- 
cember, 1903, Supreme Court Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—Justice Mo- 
| Kenna in the Supreme Court to-day hand- 
ed down a decision in the case of the 
United States vs. the American Sugar Re- 
| fining Company and the Franklin Sugar 
Refining Company vs. the United States, 
holding that the reciprocity treaty be- 
tween the United States and Cuba went 
into effect Dec. 27, 1908.

The rain beat down upon the roof of the 
dormitory of the House of Detention with 
a deafening clatter. The matron was 
asleep on the floor below and Sergt. Casey 
and the guards were on the ground floor 
doing their best to kill time and keep 
aweke. The two prisoners slipped gently

from their beds in their best clothes, each 
carying a cloak. The Holmes woman 
forceq the door, the noise not being 


heard by any one in the building because 
of the patter of the rain. They climbed 
the ladder leading to the scuttle of the 
roof and the Holmes woman with a hair- 
pin picked the padlock. 

The two women were on the roof in the 
pouring rain. The House of Detention, 
five stories high, is flush at the roof with 
the Mulberry Street Station. The fugi- 
tives climbed over the parapet, stepping 
lightly on the top of the station, so that 
the slumbering policemen beneath it 
might not be awakened. Crossing this 
roof they came to thelr first real ob- 
stacle. It was a six-foot fron railing, 
bristling with spikes. 

One of the iron bars was loose, and 
they managed to creep through, only to 
find that the next roof was a good fifteen 
feet below. They crawled back to the 
roof of the station, and it looked as if 
they would have to make a rope of their 
clothes, when the negro woman found an 
old ladder. This was used by the police 
for unfastening the flag rope when it got 
entangled in the mast pulley. They low- 
ered this, and found that it was not long 
enough. The two women decided to drop 
it so that it would rest against the wall. 
The ladder fell in the right position, and 
then came the question whether they 
could land on the top rung of the ladder 
without toppling over backward and 
breaking their necks. The Holmes woman 
tried it first and was successful. She stood 
below and helped the negro woman down. 
The janitor, of the house at 48 Spring 
Street had riot locked his ‘scuttle.

The escape was discovered in the House 
of Detention a few minutes after the 
women left, and the police of all stations 
were notified by telephone to look out for 
them. The Holmes woman lived at 336

The Government was in perfect harmony 
with the other powers, including the 
United States and Japan. The Under For- 
eign Secretary added that the department

AUSTRIAN CABINET RESIGNS. 


Resents Emperor’s Concession 
Autonomous Hungarian Tariff. 


VIENNA, May 28.—Premier Prince Con- 
rad von Hohenlohe-Schillingsfuerst and 
the whole Cabinet have resigned in conse- 
quence of dissatisfaction with the pro- 
posals for the settlement of the common 
customs tariff of Austria-Hungary. 

It appears that after yesterday’s council 
the Emperor received Dr. Wekerle, the 
Hungarian Premier, in private audience 
and authorized him to announce to the 
Hungarian Parliament his Majesty’s con- 
sent to the common tariff being hence- 
forth called the autonomous Hungarian 
tariff. When Prince von Hohenlohe- 
Schillingsfuerst learned of the concession 
he summoned the Ministers, and they all 
decided to resign. 

Count von Condenhove, Governor of Bo- 
hemia, has been summoned to Vienna. It 
regarded as probable that he will be 
charged to form a new Ministry. 
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BUDAPEST, Hungary, May 28.—The 
Emperor-King has empowered the Hun- 
garian Government to present the common 
customs tariff before the Hungarian Par-

liament as an autonomous ‘Hungarian 
tariff. It is identically the same tariff 
under a new name, and is presented to 


Parliament in order to satisfy Hungary, 
which maintains that she has the right 
to an independent customs area. he 
Austrian Government bitterly opposed the 
concession, demanding that the tariff 
should come in force as a general customs 
tariff for both countries. 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT DEFEAT 


Reichstag Continues Colonial Bureau 
Under Subordinate Official. 


BERLIN, May 28.—In the Reichstag to- 
day a motion was adopted by 117 to 64 
votes continuing the Colonial Bureau of 
the Foreign Office under a subordinate 
director, thus completing the defeat of 
the Government on the question of the 
creation of a place in the Cabinet for the 
head of colonial affairs. 

During the discussion of colonial affairs, 
Herr Semmler, National Liberal, said 
Prince von Hohenlohe, -Director of the 
Colonial Office, had informed him that if 
the Reichatag would authorize the build- 
ing of a railway from Kobaab to Keet- 
manshop, German Southwest Africa, the 
Emperor would withdraw 65,000 troops 
from that colony. 

Vice Chancellor Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner at once arose and said that no 
bargain had been made for the with- 


drawal of 5,000 troops, as the price for the 
authorization of the railway, and he fur- 
ther denied that any agreement of such 
a nature had been made by the Govern- | 
ment.

Central Must Pay $889,375. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The case of 
| the New York Central Railroad Company 


York | YS: N. L. Miller, Controller of the State of | 


| New York, involving the New York State 
law imposing a franchise tax on railroad 
property in that State, was decided by 
the Supreme Court to-day favorably to the 
State, the opinion being delivered by 
Justice Holmes. 

The case covered the taxes for the years 
1900, 1901, 1902, 1908, and 1904, and the 
amount involved was $889,375. The law 
provides for a tax on the franchises of 
railroads at the rate of 1/4 mills on the 


dollar in proportion to the equipment em- | 


ployed in the State of New York. 

The State levied a tax on all the rolling 
stock of the company on the theory.that 
none of it is continuously employed out- 
side that State. The railroad company 
contended on an average not to exceed 
two-thirds of the rolling stock is engaged 
within the bordecs of the State. The law 
was attacked as repugnant to the consti- 
tution in that it violates the commerce 
| clause and is an impairment of contracts. 

The decision turned upon the question of 
the permanent situs of the cars, and the 
Supreme Court held them to be in New 
York regardless of their absence much of 
the time. In the cuourse of his opinion, 
Justice Holmes said: 

“In this case we are to assume that the 
Statute purports and intends to allow no 
deduction from the capital stock taken as 
the basis for the tax unless some specific 
portion cf the corporate property is out- 
side of the State during the whole tax 
year. We must assume further that no 
part of the corporate property’ in question 
was outside the State during the whole 
tax year.”’ 

Afier considering some of the argu- 
ments made in behalf of the railroad com- 
panies, Justice Holmes said: 

‘“‘We are not curious to inquire exactly 
what kind of a tax this is to be called. If 
it can be sustained by the name given 
to it by the local courts it must be sus- 
tained by us. It is called a franchise tax 
in the act, but it ig a franchise tax 
measured by property.”

Judge Denounces “Snap” Bills 
Quashing the Scannell Case.

A denunciation of “snap’”’ indictments 
was delivered from the bench yesterday 
by Judge Foster of General Sessions, in 
dismissing three indictments found in No- 
vember, 1901, against John J. Scannell, 
who was then Fire Commissioner under 
Mayor Van Wyck.

The motion for quashing the indict- 
ments was made by George Gordon Bat- 
tle, representing Mr. Scannell, and was 
concurred in by District Attorney Jerome. 
The indictments were found during ‘the 
Philbin régime. Judge Foster, in grant- 
ing the motion, said: 

‘“‘Mr. Jerome says that these cases have 
been the subject of careful examination 
|and that the conclusion is that a convio- 
ition could not be had. The District .At- 

torney recommends that in each case the 
| defendants be discharged upon their own 
recognizance, and, under the practice of 
court, that is tantamount to the 
ending of all prosecution. The defend- 
ants, in my mind, are entitled to a dis- 
missal of the indictments.

| WASHINGTON, May 28.—Ten members 
lof the House were arrested on warrants 
' signed by the Speaker and arraigned at 
ithe bar of the House to-night on charges 
lof absenteeism. It is many years since 
!anything of the kind occurred. 

| It all grew out of the Williams filibus- 
ter. Every night at dinner time, when 
some bill was upon its passage, Williams 
has demonstrated that there was no quo- 
|rum, the members having gone home to 
eat. The Speaker became furious. Ap- 
peals and adjurations were vain against 
| the call of the dinner bell. 

To-night was the last straw. It was 
shortly after 5 o'clock. The Compulsory 
Education bill for the District of Colum- 
bia was being put upon its passage. The 
previous question had been moved. Mr. 
Payne moved to adjourn. There were a 
few scattering nays, and that gave the 
Speaker the opportunity he wanted. He 
had been brooding sullenly on the array 
of empty seats, and on the alert “ John 
Sharp” lngering in the aisle ready to 
spring. He declared the motion to ad- 
journ defeated. Then, anticipating ‘‘ John 
Sharp,” he declared there was no quorum. 

The few members present sat up, opened 
their eyes, and began to take notice. The 
Speaker, with his Ups tight set and fire 
in his eye, ordered the doors locked and 
dtrected a call of the House. Then he sat 
down and signed a blanket warrant, and 
sent officers scurrying in every direction 
for the recreant Congressmen. 

A good many of them heard of it, and 
came rushing in of their own accord, but 
ten arrests were made. The few faithful 
sat in their places watching for fun, and 
they had it In plenty. 

The first man to loom up was Mr. Sullo- 
way of New Hampshire, Chairman of the 
Invalid Pension Committee. He is the 
giant of the House, being seven feet high 
and broad in proportion. He was brought 
to ths bar by a tiny page, who had cap- 
tured him and placed him under arrest. 
When the little officer and his gigantic 
captive appeared at the bar the House 
joined in a Homeric burst of laughter. 
But the Speaker was grim and indisposed 
to merriment. Mr. Sulloway pleaded 
guilty, was discharged from custody, and 
allowed to vote. 

Sulzer of New York came ifn next, pro- 
testing vigorously. After him came Buck- 
man of Minnesota, Murphy of Missourt, 
Wiley of Alabama, and Wallace of Arkan- 
sas. Wallace had a tale of woe and was 
trying vainly to tell it to the officer who 
captured him. 

“I tell you,” shrieked Wallace, “that 
there {s no occasion for arresting me. If 
you will give me half a minute I will ex- 
plain it to you.

Her Way as the Cup De 
fender Reliance.

BRISTOL, R. I, May 28.—The most 
| important launching that has taken place 
|} here since the Reliance took the water 
was witnessed to-day by a handful of 
yachtsmen when Nat Herreshoff put the 
new schooner yacht Queen overboard. 
Her owner, J. Rogers Maxwell of New 
York, was not in attendance, and the 
driving rain kept away the curious and 
idle who would have gathered to see her. 
| The little knot of yachting men who saw 
her as she left the shop considered them- 
selves well repaid for the discomforts 
they underwent, and left the yard talking 
of her as one of the finest racing craft 
| that the ingenuity of the wonderful Bris- 
| tol wizard has turned out, in spite of the 
| restrictions of the’ universal rule, and as 
remarkabie in her way as the Reliance. 
The Queen was launched with due cere- 
mony. Miss Grace Herreshoff, the daugh- 
}ter of Julian Herreshoft of Providence, 
| christened the boat as she started down 


the ways. The cradle and boat had been 
prepared in the shed as early ag 10 
o'clock. Exactly at high water the cable 
was cut, and she started slowly down the 
ways, reaching the water at 11:15. Just 
as her pace began to quicken Miss Herres- 
hoff stepped forward and, breaking a bot- 
tle of champagne over her bows, declared, 
“I christen thee Queen.”’ 

And well she was named. The contrast 
to what has been turned out by the t 
designer under the conditions of the 6 
rule was most astonishing. The Queen 
has snubbed. ends, like the Doris: a great 
beam and easy bilge, but every line .of 
hull betokens grace and power. An idsa 
of her lack of overhang can be gotten 
by contrasting her dimensions of water- 
line and overall with Reliance. The lat-

90 feet on the waterline, while Quétn 
is 126 feet overall and 92 feet 6 Inches 


on the water, 

Comparing her with Elmina, the best 
known of the racing schoonars built under 
the new rule, she seems to lack the dis- 
placement of the Cary Smith boat, but 
this impression is probably ‘ncorrect, for 
with her greater water line and her in- 
tended sail spread she must have nearly 
the same displacement to rate alike under 
the rules. The underbody is carried out 
much like the Ingomar, but Capt. Nat 
himself thinks she will be much 
than the fastest Plant schooner.

Catcher Criger, whose absence from the Bos- 
ton Americans has been quite a severe blow to 
the ex-champions, is now itn a private hospital 
at Boston, suffering severe pains in his back, 
below the right shoulder. and in the spinal 
cord. Criger was brought to Boston from his 
home at Elkhart, Ind., to receive special treat- 
ment, and the physiclan in charge of the hos- 
pital gives hope of the ultimate recovery of the 
famous catcher. 

According to President Pulliam of the Na- 
tional League, who returned yesterday from 
Cincinnat!, the Western teams of that league 
have enjoyed an unusual degree of prosperity. 
The Chicago club, in particular, has drawn 
45,000 more persons for the number of games 
played than last year, while the ‘Cincinnat! 
club, notwithstanding its low position in the 
race, shows a largely increased attendance.

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AUTOISTS ARE ANXIOUS 
ABOUT VANDERBILT CUP 


Eager to Race for Trophy— 
Strong Team from France, 








FIVE MACHINES NOW ENTERED 





Chairman Thompson Going to Paris to 
Arrange for Entries—Conditions 
May Be Changed. 





Jefferson De Mont Thompson, Chatr- 
man of the Racing Board of the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association, announced 
at a meeting of his committee, held in 
the rooms of the Automobile Club of 
America yesterday, Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-eighth Street, that he intended to 
sail for Europe Wednesday, June 6, to 
witness the Grand Prix automobile race, 
which will be held at the end of June. 
This is the big French automobile event 
of the year. It takes the place of the 
former Gordon Bennett International Cup 
race. All of the leading French manu- 
facturers have entered their latest and 
fastest cars. 

The result of the race will have an im- 
portant bearing on the Vanderbilt Cup 
race next October, in view of the diffi- 
culty that has arisen over the reported 
refusal of the Automobile Club of France 
to accept entries for the American event. 
Mr. Thompson« was instructed to make 
satisfactory arrangements, if possible, 
whereby the first five cars In the Grand 
Prix may be accepted as entrants in 
the Vanderbilt Cup contest. Mr. Thomp- 
son has seen all of the prominent auto- 
mobile events abroad, and he hopes to 
get some additional pointers that may be 
of service in the conduct of the Vander- 
bilt race. 

“We will have French cars In the race 
here,” said Mr. Thompson. “‘The manu- 
facturers are eager to enter, and I have 
already received letters from _ several 
prominent firms asking how entries are 
to be made. The French Club is by no 
means hostile to the Vanderbilt event, 
but its action, I believe, is taken simply 
to be consistent, as it refused to admit 
that other countries were entitled to as 
many entries in the Gordon Bennett Cup 
race as France, and this led to the aban- 
donment of that event. If the club adheres 
to its decision not to accept entries, the 
French contestants will probably be en- 
tered through the American representa- 
tives in Paris of the Automobile Club of 
America,” 

Should the latter step be necessary, Mr. 
Thompson admitted that the cup condi- 
tions might have to be slightly changed, 


but that could readily be done at a future 
meeting. 

Willlam K. Vanderbilt, Jr., attended 
yesterday’s conference and expressed sur- 
prise at the recent action of the French 
club, as he had been assured when in 
Paris during the Winter that the Frenclf 
club would pick the team to represent 
that country for the Vanderbilt race. 

Unless other arrangements are made in 
Paris the first five cars in the Grand 
Prix will be selected to come to America. 
If for any reason they are not all able 
to come the cars next in order will be 
taken until flve cars are selected for the 
Vanderbilt event. 

Mr. Thompson will return to America 
early in July. There is only one more 
month left before the entries close. The 
Automobile Club of Germany and Italy 
will enter complete teams, and England 
will undoubtedly be represented for the 
first time. The official announcement of 
five American cars was made at the meet- 
ing. They are Pope-Toledo, B. L. & M., 
entered by the Breese, Lawrence & Moul- 
ton Company; Frayer-Miller, Matheson, 
and Oldsmobile. Several other entries are 
expected within the next week or ten 
days, as a number of American manufac- 
turers are making special racing machines 
for the contest. 

An informal discussion regarding the 
Long Island course followed, but no defi- 
nite route was adopted. Efforts are be- 
ing made to improve sections of the old 
course used last year, and if these plans 
succeed the committee will probably act 
definitely upon the routs at its meeting 
in July. Besides Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Vanderbilt the others at the meeting were 
E. Russell Thomas, R. Lincoln Lippitt, 
S. M. Butler, and A. G. Batchelder.

PHILANTHROPY AND BUSINESS. 

The statements as to the business of 
the City and Suburban Homes Com- 
pany made at its annual meeting yes- 
terday are extremely encouraging to 
those who have held that investment in 
good houses for people of moderate 
means may be made to vield a satis- 
factory return for capital, while per- 
forming a substantial and sorely: need- 
ed public service. 

Previous to 1900 the stock of this 
corporation was on a 3 per cent. and 
8% per cent. basis. Since 1900 4 per 
cent. has been paid. In the future 4% 
per cent. will be paid. The present as- 
sets of the company are $4,175,000, 
without taking into account the in- 
crease in ground values. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. EB. R. L. Gouup, in his report 
expresses the opinion that when the 
investments of the company approach 
$6,000,000 it will without difficulty be 
able to pay 5 per cent., to which its 
charter Hmits dividends. Another feat- 
ure of interest in the affairs of the 
company is that from its 1,415 families 
in Manhattan and its 162 at Home- 
wood, Brooklyn, its collections have 
been made with no appreciable loss. 
From its First Avenue estate, for ex- 
ample, with 628 apartments, the bad 
debts were only $57.70 in a total rental 
of $111,470, and in the small model 
tenement occupied by negroes, the Tus- 
kegee, there was a shortage of but 
$10.30 out of a tota) rental of $7,223.30. 
We hardly think that the average land- 
lord can make a better showing than 
this.

This is 
despite the fact that year after year we 
were told, with much elaboration of in- 
comprehensible figures, that the telephone 
business, unlike any other, became the 
costlier to carry on in direct proportion 


to the increase in the amount of business | 


done. From present indications there was 
something radically wrong about that ar- 
gument, and the Bell people are now 
genialiy offering to do many things they 
once declared to be obvious impossibil!- 
tles, except at the cost to themselves of 
immediate ruin. They have discovered, 
apparently, that two telephones do not 
cost quite twice as much as one telephone, 
and so this wonderful device ceases to be 
the economic anomaly which we were 
asked, or, rather, told, to believe it was. 
Even thus mitigated, the telephone is still 
wonderful enough. Of all the inventions 
of the last century none had quite such 
an immediate and personal effect on the 
life and the methods of us all, and how 
we were ever able to get along without it 
already is become a great mystery.

Supply Department Memoranda Were 
Afterward Shipped Downtown 
Again, and Jerome Got Them. 





The mystery of the disappearance of 
important books of the Mutual Life’s sup- 
ply department just when the Truesdale 
| investigating committee was beginning to 
turn its attention toward that department 
of the company last Fall was cleared yes- 
terday. Details were learned of a confes- 
sion that a former employe of the Mutual 
made to the company after he had testi- 
fied before the Special Grand Jury which 
is looking into insurance matters. The 
confession directly involved a former high 
official of the Mutual, and charged him 
with having practically directed that the 
books be put out of the way. They 
turned up finally in the store of L. W. 
Lawrence. 

The employe who made the confession 
was one of Andrew C. Fields’s personal 
appointees in the supply department, but 
was never examined by the Truesdale 
committee, which began to meet the op- 
position which finally led to the resigna- 


{ion of Stuyvesant Fish as a member of 
ithe committee and a Trustee, just about 
the time that its probing of the supply de- 
partment was getting under way. 

The committee examined Julius Heye, a 
bookkeeper who absented himself during 
the Armstrong Committee’s investigation, 
acting, as he said he believed, upon the 
suggestion of some one in the law de- 
partment and William Norris, who was 
Andrew C. Fields’s assistant. 
| Mr. Norris, after having testified once 
| to the Armstrong Committee, also took 
a-trip out of the State, and he told the 
Truesdale investigators that James M. 
Beck, who was then acting as counsel for 
the company in the Armstrong Commit- 
tee’s investigation, had advised him to get 
a lawyer, who, fn turn, advised him to go 
out of town. 

Subordinate to both of these employes 
of Fields, was the one who has at last 
cleared up the puzzle of the missing books. 
He was questioned on the subject by the 
company when a reorganization of the 
supply department was put under way, 
but then said that he knew nothing about 
them. When he had told the Special 
Grand Jury what he knew about Mutual 
affairs, however, an official of the com- 
pany gave him another chance to explain, 
and the version that he gave was this: 

The employe said that soon after the 
Truesdale committee had bégun work 
and had instructed its accountants to go 
into the supply department, a high of- 
ficial sent for him to come to his office. 

“You mustn’t let the Truesdale com- 
mittee’s accountants find anything fn the 
supply department that will injure the 
company,” is what the employe said the 
official told him. 

Whereupon the employe went back 
downstairs and gathered up in haste 
everything he could lay his hands on that 
he thought might be of a damaging na- 
ture, including many of the books in 
which orders had been entered all books 
showing the final disposition of supplies 
received and the amounts paid. There 
were three big packing boxes of them all 
told and the employe sent them up to his 
home in @ nearby town on the Harlem 
division of the New York Central Road. 

It appears that subsequently the em- 
ploye, having either received, or fearing 
that he would receive, a subpoena from 
the Armstrong Committee, decided that 
it was not safe for him to have the books 
in his physical possession, so he sent 
them—according to his confession—to the 
store of Lysander W. Lawrence & Co., 
at the Liberty Street corner of the Mutual 
Building, which was separated from the 


Mutual’s supply department by the Httle 
door of which much nas been heard since 
the overhauling of Mutual affairs began. 

The employe who has confessed did not 
fear but that the books would be safe in 
this keeping, Inasmuch as he knew about 
the bills that passed between the Law- 
rence firm and the Mutual, and believed 
that they would be quite ag well guarded 
there as anywhere. And this was the case 
until Edgar W. Rogers, Lawrence & Co.'s 
manager, told about the bills and about 
a lot of other things to the special Grand 
Jury. It was shortly after that that the 
District Attorney oY he missing books. 

The Mutual Life is having troubles with 
its foreign business other than that in 
England and France, of which more or 
less has been written. The manager of 
the company’s principal office in exico 
is now in a dispute with the home office 
which promises serious results, and the 
manager in bag te has notified the 
company that he has a lot of disquieted 
policy holders on his hands. 

Vice President Emory McClintock, who 
sailed for Europe last week, will go di- 
rect to London Instead of to Paris, as he 
had planned, because of the commanding 
importance of the London situation. In 
France it is now deemed certain that the 
Government will make the law retroactive 
which requires that reserves be kept tn 
that country agsinst the French business, 
and if this is done the Mutual will with- 
draw from writing new business in 
France altogether. 

Persistent efforts are bein 
by French policy holders 
Government interest itself officially in 
the International Policy Holders’ Com- 
mittee now forming here and abroad. 


MUTUALIZATION TO WAIT. 


The Equitable Has Not Asked Yet for 
a New Court Order. 


The proposed mutalization plan for the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society will 
probably not come before the Directors 
at their meeting on Thursday, as it has 
not been possible yet to arrange for the 
application to the Supreme Court for the 
modification of the injunction in the Lord 
case, either with or without. the consent 
of the minority stockholding interests. 

It has been understood that these stock- 
holders are now intending to fight any 
plan which gives to the policy holders 


the right to elect twenty-eight of the fif- 
rw Directors and eliminates the pos- 
sibility of the minority stockholders he - 
ing anything to say about the other twen- 
ty-four Directors. 


FAMOUS COLLECTOR KILLED. 


James H. Batty of the American Mu- 
seum Staff Accidentally Shot. 


Officers of the American Museum of 
Natural History received word yesterday 
that James H. Batty, a well-known nat- 
ural history collector, was instantly killed 
by the accidental discharge of his gun on 
Sunday at Pijifiapa, Chiatas, Mexico. Mr. 
Batty was 60 years old, and a native of 
Springfield, Mass. He was formerly em- 
ployed in the Hayden geological and geo- 
graphical survey of the Territories as col- 
lector of birds and mammals in the Rocky 
Mountains. Later he was a successful 
taxidermist and the author of a book on 
taxidermy. 

His wanderings as a netural history col- 
lector extended over the greater part of 
Central and South America. At the time 


of his death he was_ employed by the 
American Museum of Natural History of 
this city, for which institution he had 
made in the last four years very exten- 
sive and important collections of birds, 
mammals, reptiles, and other specimens 
in Panama, Lower California, ard in the 
Mexican States of Durango, Sinaloa, Ja- 
isco, and Chiates.
